Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Ptiblic  Health  Department  for  the  year  1968,  prepared  in 
accordance  with  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
Circular  1/69. 

I am  happy  to  report  that  once  again  the  health  of  the 
district  has  remained  good. 

The  estimated  population  continues  to  rise  and  has  now 
reached  13,550  ; an  increase  of  1,500  in  ten  years. 

Births  and  Deaths 

The  birth  rate  of  14.77  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  popula- 
tion is  well  below  the  national  figure  of  16.9,  while  the  death  rate 
at  11.16  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  is  close  to  the 
national  figure  of  11.9. 

Out  of  the  209  deaths  in  Haslemere  112  were  due  to  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  arteries  and  41  were  due  to  malignant  diseases. 

Fourteen  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung,  a sudden 
jump  to  double  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years. 

Infectious  Diseases 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases) 
Regulations,  1968  came  into  force. 

Certain  diseases  including  Pneumonia,  Erysipelas  and  Puer- 
peral Pyrexia  having  become  less  common  ceased  to  be  notifiable, 
whereas  Infectious  Hepatitis,  Tetanus,  Leptospirosis  and  Yellow 
Fever  were  made  officially  notifiable. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  Haslemere  over  the 
past  six  years  has  remained  low  with  the  exception  of  Measles. 

Measles  has  shown  its  classical  two  year  cycle.  Since  1963 
the  figures  have  run  as  follows  : 

156,  11,  193,  16,  268,  21. 
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The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  Measles  is  now  well 
under  way  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  if  this  sequence  is 
broken  in  1969. 

There  were  two  interesting  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  1968. 

One  was  a case  of  virus  Meningitis  at  Marchants  Hill  Rural 
Centre. 

The  children  sleep  in  huts  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  a 
virus  infection  began  to  spread  in  one  particular  hut  during  the 
second  week  in  August. 

Several  of  the  children  from  this  hut  were  admitted  to  the 
sick  bay  with  symptoms  such  as  headache,  pyrexia  and  gastro 
intestinal  disturbance  but  one  particular  boy  went  on  to  develop 
symptoms  of  Meningitis. 

He  was  admitted  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  Guildford,  where  he 
made  an  uneventful  recovery.  The  virus  responsible  for  this 
incident  was  eventually  identified  as  Echo  Virus  Type  6. 

There  was  no  question  of  overcrowding  and  as  the  camp  was 
due  to  break  up  anyway  the  children  were  allowed  to  go  home 
under  surveillance.  No  further  cases  developed. 

The  other  case  of  interest  was  a case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  in 
a young  man  who  contracted  the  illness  while  on  holiday  in  North 
Italy,  almost  certainly  by  eating  ice  cream.  The  somewhat 
numerous  contacts  were  followed  up  but  no  further  case  developed. 
He  made  a complete  recovery  although  he  was  ill  for  some  while. 

Last  year  I reported  on  a case  of  Paratyphoid  contracted  in 
Austria.  In  neither  case  had  the  individual  been  inoculated.  It 
is  clearly  worth  while  being  inoculated  against  Typhoid  and 
Paratyphoid  Fevers  before  going  abroad. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Public  Health  Committee  foi;  their  interest  and  en- 
couragement during  the  year. 

My  thanks  also  go  to  Dr.  Fox-Russell,  Mr.  Prue  and  the 
other  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal  support 
at  all  times.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  Guildford 
Public  Health  Laboratory.  The  Laboratory  sends  copies  of  reports 
on  all  specimens  examined  for  infectious  organisms  to  the  Public 
Health  Department  as  well  as  to  the  private  doctor  or  hospital 
concerned.  Examinations  carried  out  at  the  Guildford  Laboratory 
during  the  year  were  : —

Water  Analysis.  — The  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories, 
Gray’s  Inn  Road,  London,  W.C.L,  undertake  the  routine  exam- 
ination (both  chemical  and  bacteriological)  of  samples  of  water. 
The  number  examined  by  them  during  1968  was  21. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 

An  ambulance  sub-station  of  the  Surrey  County  Ambulance 
Service  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  at  Grayswood  Road, 
Haslemere.  This  sub-station  has  three  ambulances,  a sitting  case 
vehicle  and  a handicapped  persons  vehicle  available.  All  calls 
for  ambulances  are  now  made  to  the  Control  Station  at  Walton 
Lodge,  BrigMon  Road,  Banstead  (Tel.  Burgh  Heath  53491). 
Haslemere  sub-station  is  connected  to  the  Control  Station  by 
teleprinter  and  the  ambulances  are  radio  controlled. 

PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Surrey  County  Council. 

District  Nurses 

There  were  two  District  Nurses,  one  Queen’s  District  Nurse/ 
Wlidwife  and  one  Nursing  Auxiliary  working  in  the  Urban 
District  throughout  the  year.  A record  of  their  work  is  set  out

Home  deliveries  are  now  minimal,  but  visits  to  elderly 
patients  continue  to  increase.  This  is  the  usual  pattern  in  this 
part  of  the  country. 

Health  Visitors 

Two  Health  Visitors  serve  this  area  and  are  based  on 
Quedley  Clinic. 

Both  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  General  Practitioners 
and  one  is  officially  attached. 

Home  Help  Services 

The  Divisional  Home  Help  Supervisor  is  based  at  Guildford 
but  she  has  a detailed  knowledge  of  the  families  in  need  of  help 
throughout  the  South  Western  Division  of  the  County. 

The  demand  for  Home  Help  Services  continues  to  increase. 

The  staff  available  in  the  South  West  Division  at  the  end  of 
the  year  was  124  and  of  these  four  were  resident  in  Haslemere. 

The  Neighbourly  Help  Service  supplements  the  Home  Help 
Service  and  helps  in  part  to  alleviate  some  of  the  difficulties  of 
obtaining  sufficient  help  within  the  area.  In  1968,  62  neighbours 
were  employed  in  the  division.

Protection'  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis,  whooping 
cough  and  smallpox  is  given  to  infants  and  school  children  at 
Quedley,  Haslemere  Hall  and  Hindhead  Clinics  under  the  aegis 
of  the  County  Council  and  by  General  Practitioners  in  their  sur- 
geries. 

Protection  is  also  given  against  tuberculosis  from  the  age  of 
13  upwards. 

The  scheme  for  immunisation  against  measles  gathered 
momentum  during  the  year. 

Records  of  all  immunisations  and  vaccinations  are  held  in 
bulk  at  County  Divisional  Offices  and  are  no  longer  broken  down 
to  District  Council  level.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  partly  by  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Board  and  partly  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company. 

The  cuality  of  the  water  supply  is  checked  by  us  independently 
and  frequently  in  accordance  with  the  routine  established  during 
the  years. 

The  fluoride  content  is  less  than  0.1  p.p.m.  from  all  sources. 
The  pH  value  of  the  water  is  checked  regularly  throughout 
the  year. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  two  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  Urban  District  continued 
to  operate  satisfactorily  and  the  effluent  conformed  with  the 
Thames  Conservancy  requirements. 

Reconstruction  work  at  Shottermill  Sewage  Works  has  now 
commenced. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A weekly  rear  collection  of  refuse  is  provided  in  all  parts 
of  the  district. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

This  service  provides  a free  monthly  emptying  of  cesspools  in 
unsewered  areas,  and  is  administered  by  the  Council’s  Surveyor. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

Sampling  for  bacterial  purity  and  chlorine  estimation  was 
carried  out  at  school  swimming  pools  within  the  district. 

SMOKE  AND  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

A small  number  of  complaints  were  received,  all  of  which 
were  dealt  with  informally.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  1968. 

The  housing  position  shows  little  overall  change;  six  dwell- 
ings, previously  closed,  were  demolished  and  two  others  with 
undertakings  were  vacated.  The  number  of  house  owners  making 
use  of  improvement  grants  has  fallen  slightly  over  the  last  three 
years.  One  conversion  from  an  Elsen  to  a water  closet  was  made 
after  formal  action  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  there  now 
remain  only  twelve  properties  in  the  district  with  closets  other  than 
water  closets. 

Continuing  attention  to  food  premises  resulted  in  a number 
of  improvements  of  a structural  nature  and  several  traders  were 
induced  to  bring  their  equipment  up  to  date.  Approximately  4 
cwt.  of  foodstuffs  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion and  voluntarily  surrendered  for  disposal.  A total  of  4,897 
carcases  with  offal  were  inspected  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  just 
under  one  ton  of  meat  condemned. 

No  difficulties  have  arisen  in  the  implementation  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

The  usual  sampling  programme  was  carried  out  with  satis- 
factory results. 

During  the  year  the  Council  adopted  the  Model  Code  of 
Principles  of  Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions  for  Petroleum 
Installations.  Electrical  certificates  are  now  required  annually  and 
all  underground  tanks  over  twenty  years  of  age  are  tested  in 
accordance  with  the  Code.  Forty-one  licences  were  issued  cover- 
ing a total  storage  capacity  of  108,856  gallons. 
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Despite  the  prompt  attention  to  infestations  under  the  Pre- 
vention of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949,  the  rodent  population 
seems  to  remain  steady.  Following  a number  of  complaints  from 
residents  in  the  town  centre  regarding  the  fouling  of  buildings, 
steps  were  taken*  to  reduce  the  pigeon  population. 

I would  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  continued 
support. 

(My  thanks  also  to  the  Officers  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  of 
the  department  for  their  willing  assistance  at  all  times.
